Notice to Applicant(s) 

1 . This action is responsive to the following communications: amendment filed on 9/12/05. 

2. This apphcation has been reconsidered. Claims 2-4 and 6-10 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claim2-4 and 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement- The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. There is no disclosure in the original specification that a print engine is directed to 
acquire data from a peripheral device. If Apphcant beUeves this rejection to be in error, 
Applicant is requested to provide specific support for this subject matter in the original 
specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international apphcation by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 
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The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre- AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

5. Claims 2, 3, 4, 6, 7, 8, 9, and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Gase (U.S. 6,184,996). 

With respect to claims 2, 4, 6, 7, and 8, Gase discloses a printer (14) connected to a 
network, comprising: a memory (26) for storing a program; a processor (32) for executing the 
program; and a print engine for executing printing on a print record medium (column 3, lines 24- 
30), wherein according to the program, the processor receives from a cHent computer (10) a new 
print job (column 2, Hnes 33-37 and column 3, lines 6-23), wherein the new job directs a printer 
to acquire data to print from a peripheral device (column 3, lines 3-51), wherein the new job is 
submitted using a print acceptance screen (home page) (column 3, lines 37-51), and sends the 
new print job to the printer (column 3, lines 3-7), and the printer, upon receiving the new print 
job, directs the peripheral device to acquire the data (column 3, lines 12-23), and wherein the 
peripheral device sends the acquired data to the printer for printing (column 3, hnes 24-30). 

With respect to claim 3, Gase discloses the acquisition request includes a specified 
condition for the peripheral device to acquire the print data (which reads on a URL) (column 3, 
lines 13-23). 
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With regard to claims 9 and 10, Gase discloses a printer (14) connected to a network, 
comprising: a memory (26) for storing a program; a processor (32) for executing the program; 
and a print engine for executing printing on a print record medium (column 3, lines 24-30), 
wherein according to the program, the processor sends page data, which composes a print 
acceptance screen for sending the print request, to the client computer (column 3, lines 37-51) , 
wherein the new job directs the printer to acquire data from a peripheral device (column 3, lines 
3-51), and wherein the printer, upon receiving the new print job directs the peripheral device to 
acquire the data (column 3, lines 12-23), receives the print data that a peripheral device acquires 
in response to receiving the new print job from the print engine (column 3, Unes 3-51), and 
causes the print engine to print on the basis of the print data sent from the peripheral device in 
response to the acquisition request (column 3, Unes 24-30).
